It is reported tha. Chinese are com- 


ing into the country daily by way of 
Canada and British Columbia. The 
enforcement of the Geary ait would 
suppress this illegal entry altogether, 
as the registration prescribed by the 
act, if carried into effect, would enable 
the revenue officers and United States 
marshal^ to distinguish the Chinese 
lawfully in the United States from 
those who come into the country sur- 
reptitiously. As it new i& there is no 
way, except by the testimony of white 
persons, by which officers can deter- 
mine whether an unregistered Chinese 
was in the United States prior to May 
5th, or unlawfully entered the country 
since that time 
The act ought to be 


enforced, without waiting for further 
action ou the part of congress, to the ex- 
tent of giving every Chinese lawfully 
m the country on the 5th day of May 
opportunity to prove the fact and get 
a certificate of registration. 
It would 
not require a great amount of money 
to do that and it would prevent the 
smuggling of Chinese into the country 
as those who can prove that they were 
residents on May 5th would now will- 
ingly avail themselves of» an opportun-

from the beginning he made a poor 
showing He was completely outgener- 
aled at every point by Hall, and was 
unable to offer enough resistance to 
make the contest exciting. 


When time was called Slavin's face 


wore a dazed expression. He lurched 
heavily twice as he left his corner, and 
was generally unsteady m his gait 
After sparring for a few seconds he 
walked directly up to Hall, and was re- 
ceived with a staggering nght-handei 
that almost floored him. At the end 
of the round he went to his corner 
amid the hissing and groaning of the 
spectators.

The Gold Shipments 


peoial to the JOURNAL ] 
WASHINGTON, May 29.—Since Janu- 


ary 1st $60,000,000 in gold has been ex- 


orted to Europe. 
The export move-' 


ment instead of abating seems to have 
•eoeived a fresh impetus. Most of this 
gold was taken from the United States 
reasury and practically all that is now 
expected comes from the same source, 
n that time the treasury department 
ustarned a loss of $25,354,243, the net 
otal gold in the treasury on January 
st having been $121,266,662, while to- 
day it is only $95,912,419. 
With the 


gold engaged for shipment on Tuesday 
and Wednesday it will be about $93,- 
300,000, the lowest figure reached since 
he resumption of specie payments. In 
iddition there are reports that more 
ill go out next Saturday, sufficient, it 
s said, to reduce the gold holdings to 
;90,000,000. Despite these heavy ship- 
ments the treasury officials express the 
greatest confidence in the ability of 
,he treasury to restore the gold bal- 
ance. They point to the fact that there 
s a gradual and healthy inflow of gold 
Tom natural causes to the treasury 
which is only temporily checked by 
;he large amounts taken for export. 


Cessation of gold exports in large 


amounts is looked for by July 1st, as 
it is understood the Austrian demand 
is well nigh supplied. 


A peculiar and encouraging feature 


of the decrease of gold is that a corre 
spending increase is shown in the net 
treasury balance to-day of $35,397,893 
or nearly a million dollars greater than 
on March 7th, when Secretary Carlisle 
took official charge of the treasury de 
partment

The Kesultf" of Irrigation in the West- 


ern States. 


A census bulletin recently issued 


gives the result of irrigation in the 
arid region 


The Ogden Standard in commenting 


on the subject of the bulletin says: 


The number of acres of this hind 


which has been reclaimed from barren- 
ness when the census was taken was 
3,631,381. Over one-half of it was in 
the States of California and Colorado; 
the great bulk of the remainder was in 
the Rocky mountain states. All that 
lay outside of them was 66,965 acres in 
the Dakotas, Nebraska, Kansas and 
Texas 


The irrigated land was reclaimed 


from waste said to contain 883,312,000 
acres, so that the portions reclaimed 
amounted to less than one-half of one 
per cent of the whole, and there is 
plenty of opportunity for the reclaim- 
ers to continue their operations. The 
figures of the census show that for 
•v«ry acre irrigated there are still 247 
that have not been utilized in this 
manner. A good deal of it, however, 
never can be, for in the figures given 
the land occupied by the great mount- 
ains is included The reclaimable 
arid land is estimated to contain 642,- 
000,000 acres. Before being irrigated 
that portion of this arid land which 
was reclaimed was utterly worthless, 
and by many people it was believed 
not to be susceptible of being utilized 
for cultivation. Of course they were 
mistaken, as some of these irrigated 
lands are among the most valuable in 
the United States 
The irrigated land 


in Wyoming is now valued at $31 40 per 
acre The value of that in California 
is estimated at $150 per acre, while the 
average value of the whole reclaimed 
area is $83 28 per acre. 


Annual products of this reclaimed 


area were valued at $8 25 per acre in 
Wyoming and $19 per acre in Califor- 
nia. The average first cost of bringing 
water to the arid land was $8 15 per acre, 
and the average value of the water 
rights created by the process was $26 
per acre. T.he annual cost in maintain- 
ing the irrigating canals is $1 07 per 
acre. The total cost of reclaiming the 
whole area brought under cultivation 
was $26,611,000 The value of the land 
thus reclaimed was estimated at $94,- 
611,000 Great ditch enterprises are 
now under construction in Colorado, 
Arizona, Idaho and Washington, and 
the work of reclamation will be ma- 
terially advanced during the present 
year

FLORISTON, Cal., May 28, 1893. 


From the present outlook thi& burg 


will be very livelj this season. Al- 
ready the dound of the saw and ham- 
mer can be heard, while the employ- 
ment of many laborers indicates that 
the mill will toon be ran to its fall ca- 
pacity. 


Probably the first logging with $n 


engine that has ever been done on this 
river will be here. An 80-horse power 
donkey engine has been ordered to 
snake logs from the most abrupt 
mountain sides to the i-hute^ on the top 
of the mountain. 


The mill will cut snowshed timber 


for the Southern Pacific Company, in 
addition to the manufacture of lumber 
for market. 
Some improvement i& 


talked of to increase the cutting ca- 
pacity of the mill to 40,000 feet pel- 
day. 


E. G. Sukeforth will be in charge of 


the mill, which has been leased by Mr. 
Sukeforth and S. H. Simonds. 


Mr. Bixby, an old and experienced 


logger from the Redwoods and Puget 
sound country, will have charge of the 
Logging camp. 


The high waters of the Truckee 


washed out quite a piece of land from 
the island between the National ice 
pond and the main channel of the 
river, filling up one of the ponds with 
debris, besides doing other damage 
which will most likely give employ- 
ment to laborers this summer. Other 
damage was done to the ice stored in 
their hou&e, as the water stood some 
ten or twelve inches deep on the floor 
of the building, while at the Rocky 
-Run icehouse the water flooded the 
floor* to a depth of some two feet or 
more, melting out the ice in the bottom 
tier &o that it crushed down, almost 
knocking out one end of the building. 


The cool weather of the past ten days 


has caused the river to fall several feet, 
but should it turn suddenly warm and 
continue so for a week or so we can 
look for very high water again, as the 
mountains are still covered with snow, 
particularly where it has drifted to 
great depths

man to $3 a clay
